To the Voters and Taxpayers of La 
Crosse County: 
On Tuesday, April 2nd next, the 
voters of this county will be p e r - : 
mitted to approve or disapprove of 
the 
establishing of a tuberculosis 
sanatorium a t the expense of the 
county. 
If the vote cast upon this question 
is sufficiently decisive and represen­ 
tative, tho decision on the part of 
the voters will and ought undisput­ 
e d ^ to prevail, may it be either for 
or 
against the establishing of a 
sanatorium . 
Hence 
an 
i itelligent 
vote is desirable and ought to be 
cast. 
This can only be the case when 
all facts, bearing upon the question 
for consideration are in some m an­ 
ner submitted for study to the voters. 
The question 
of 
having or not 
having, at this ti m s 
or 
any other 
time, a sanatorium built and m ain­ 
tained at the expense of the county 
deserves careful, VERY CAREFUL 
consideration. 
Thus far the public has heard only 
through 
the 
columns of the daily 
press the appeals and argum ents of 
those who favor the establishing of 
a tuberculosis sanatorium . 
Those favoring 
the 
Sanatorium 
have formed an organization for the 
purpose of making a systematic and 
aggressive 
campaign. 
They 
have 
financial aid promised from a simi­ 
lar organization but state wide to 
the extent of 50 per cent of the 
am ount expended locally for such 
purpose, if current information is 
reliable on th at point and we have 
all reasons to believe it is. 
It is to be regretted indeed to 
have a purely local campaign ques­ 
tion financed from outside sources 
at this late day in the state of Wis­ 
consin. 
In behalf of equity and good m or­ 
als it has been found necessary to 
enact a statute In this state forbid­ 
ding outside financial aid to any 
purely local candidate or candidates. 
The m orals in this purely local sa n ­ 
atorium question are no less sacred 
than in th e case of a candidate and 
ought to be respected. 
Those of us who differ and oppose 
the 
establishing of a tuberculosis 
sanatorium , “ bear in m ind’’ do not 
differ as to results to be attained but 
only as to m ethods to attain these 
results . "To K E EP well is better 
than to get well," Is our slogan. Can 
there be any better? 
“ Be sure you are right, then go 
ahead." Is as good advice today as 
when first spoken and in no ease can 
apply with more force than in the 
consideration 
of 
this sanatorium 
proposition of today. 
The difference 
between those who favor the erection 
of a sanatorium 
as 
proposed and 
those of us who 
oppose, is funda­ 
mental. 
Those favoring, seem to believe in, 
and 
subm it 
foremost 
a 
curative 
method to GET the desired results; 
those opposed, believe foremost in a 
preventive method to RETAIN the 
desired results, believing that tuber­ 
culosis in common with most diseases 
of the hum an race is rath er more a 
result than a cause. 
For a tem porary and expensive re­ 
lief remove the RESULT— "build a 
sanatorium " in this case for tuber­ 
culosis only. For a perm anent relief 
remove the CAUSE. “ Educate" and 
meet all ailments alike. 
This can he done in and out of 
school, from the pulpit, from the lec­ 
ture platform, and in no small de­ 
gree through 
the 
columns of the 
press. 
Insofar as this campaign for a san­ 
atorium meets the above educational 
requirem ents, it meets our approval 
and we hope the education may con­ 
tinue. We are not even adverse to 
giving financial aid in a m odest Wray 
within the provisions of law for such 
educational work. 
Looking a t this question 
from 
whatever angle 
w^e 
may, is it not 
clearly evident th at our main efforts 
should a t all times be directed to a 
preventive rath er than 
a 
curative 
policy for the sake of most efficient 
and economical results, no small fac­ 
tor in these days of large and b ur­ 
densome taxes? 
Who is it th at can 
dem onstrate th at such policy is not 
more desirable a« against the policy 
of the proposed sanatorium which 
singles out one specific ailm ent only, 
not for the purpose primarily of cur­ 
ing the victim, 
but 
more for the 
purpose “ in fact entirely so,’* of seg­ 
regating the victim to prevent as is 
claimed further contamination. 
To 
tis it seems like shutting the barn 
door after the horse got out. In our 
daily life we cannot avoid getting 
into contact with contagion in some 
form or another 
varying 
possibly 
only in degree whatever may be our 
occupation. We inhale it with the 
air we breathe, we eat it with the 
food we eat, we drink it with our 
drinks, it follows us like our shad­ 
ow, but if we are healthy, live in well 
ventilated houses, today lacking in 
many, partake freely of sunshine and 
fresh air, n a tu re s 
best 
remedies 
available to all, 
eat 
proper 
and 
nourishing food, th at done, th ere 
need be no fear that contagion may 
lodge in our systems, tuberculosis or 
any other. Thus with the one effort 
fortify all ailments to the extent 
th at hum an effort can succeed. At the 
hest the results to be attained with a 
tuberculosis sanatorium as proposed 
for this county are a m ater of con­ 
siderable doubt, conceded even by

endum now for consideration where 
it can and doe** announce and suc­ 
cessfully dem onstrate to the world 
that the heretofore soJaelieved in­ 
curable consumptive is hereafter to 
be a curable consumptive. 
Statistics are available 
thus 
far 
that go to show that tho death rate 
due to tuberculosis within the last de­ 
cade has diminished perceptibly due 
in the main to such research work. 
With only meager and spasmodic ef­ 
forts made in the past the best that 
is possible with anything new*, re­ 
m arkable achievements 
have 
been 
made. W hat will be the result with 
general efforts as are now possible 
for the future? 
Has not the future 
a bright prospect? 
In view of the 
foregoing facts, none of which can be 
successfully disputed, what remains 
to justify the incurring of the ex­ 
pense necessary for the erection and 
maintenance of such a sanatorium ? 
It is th© custom of some in dis­ 
cussing the sanatorium question to 
submit and drill 
with considerable 
stress by way of comparisons, upon 
the fact th at the government has 
seen fit to establish departm ents for 
tho prevention and spreading of tu ­ 
berculosis and other diseases among 
domestic animals with the inference 
that the governm ent is taking bet­ 
ter care for th© prevention of 
the 
animal life than th at of the hum an 
life. 
How absurd even to think that, 
more so to speak it. Such an infer­ 
ence is an unfair aud wrong inter­ 
pretation absolutely. 
It Is a fact that such precautions 
are taken not for the purpose pri­ 
marily of protecting and preserving 
animal life but for the purpose ul­ 
tim ately of protecting and preserving 
human life and welfare and for no 
other purpose. 
Who is it th at can 
dem onstrate otherwise? W e cannot 
believe that those who make these 
statem ents themselves believe them 
correct. 
We 
consider 
them 
more 
fairminded than such an expression 
would indicate. 
We now come to one other phase 
of this question equally worthy of 
careful study. One of the moat a r­ 
dent supporters of the sanatorium 
proposition admitted iii a private in­ 
terview that he would not have any 
member of rational mind of his fa­ 
mily committed to any sanatorium 
without the free 
consent 
of such 
member. 
Of what value then 
is 
such a sanatorium when those 
want it built will not use it 
those who ought to use it cannot be 
compelled to use it, and never can 
be compelled, unless such persons are 


sidering incurables, none other can 
be legally committed to the propos­ 
ed sanatorium . Just stop and think 
for a moment what a feeling must 
overcome a tuberculosis victim when 
compelled to leave the home abd en­ 
ter such a sanatorium , 
confronted 
with the fact of being incurable al­ 
though hopeful up to then, cognizant 
of the fact of being no longer want­ 
ed in the home, turned out of home 
to die. 
It may be the builder of the 
home, the one who planned and made 
possible all the conveniences and ac­ 
commodations a home can be made 
to provide, whose advice was 
al­ 
ways sought, and now' in the hour of 
distress he comes face to face with 
the fact th at the home so well sup­ 
plied and provided for cannot be us­ 
ed when he is most in need of same, 
but must Ive left because he is over­ 
taken by misfortune. Through some 
neglect in the 
observations 
of the 
laws of nature, tuberculosis has been 
contracted. 
Already 
punished for 
such violation, the aid of law is to be 
invoked to mete out further punish­ 
ment to such victim and he is to be 
committed to a sanatorium , not be­ 
cause it is possible others in 
the 
home will be infected but because it 
is possible others in the home may 
be infected. 
No m itigating circum­ 
stances to be permitted 
considera­ 
tion. 
No deathbed request ©©eking 
peace at 
home to 
1>© entertained. 
Such will be the results aimed at ul­ 
timately by the aid of additional leg­ 
islation should the voters vote for a 
sanatorium . 
In the foregoing we submit some 
of our reasons for opposing the erec­ 
tion of a sanatorium for tuberculos­ 
is at the expense of the county. We 
ask for them 
careful and unbiased 
consideration and th at you vote 
as 
your conscience directs on Tuesday, 
April 2nd, next. 
We 
shall 
vote 
against the erection of a sanatorium 
as proposed. 
In conclusion we wish to call a t­ 
tention to the fdfct that the estim at­ 
ed annual cost to the county of m ain­ 
taining such a sanatorium , as propos­ 
ed, submitted by the friends of the 
sanatorium , is approximately $10,- 
000.00. 
Ju st about what it costs an­ 
nually for the salaries 
to pay our 
elected county officials. 
This bear in 
mind is rather a minimum estimate 
considering the source. 
W hat will 
be the maximum to the county? The 
cost of erection is additional. 
It. is 
Leas than three years since the coun­ 
ty was asked by the state board of 
Control to enlarge the insane asylum 
at West Salem to the extent of an 
estim ated cost 
of $76,000.00 with 
the promise on the part of the then 
state board of control that 
when 
such addition was completed 
the 
state would transfer a sufficient num ­ 
ber of patients to fill the extra room. 
The county board unanimously 
de­ 
cided to build the addition and bond­ 
ed the county for $76,000.00. It has 
been completed for some time at 
a 
cost of about twenty per cent above 
the estimate. 
The state has as yet 
failed to furnish the patients prom­ 
ised. 
We have as a result an invest­ 
ment on our hands of no present 
value to us— at its best an unneces­ 
sary burden to the taxpayer for some 
who | time to come. 
W hat 
have we 
to 
and ! guarantee that the 
proposed sana­ 
torium will not result likewise and 
continue so? Consider further, whe­ 
ther or not it is desirable to 
have 


and continue to m aintain conditions 
th at compel people to neglect 
the 
health, to labor under conditions in­ 
jurious to their health, to labor be­ 
yond their strength and for w’ages 
insufficient to provide the necessary 
nourishing food for themselves 
and 
families so th at th eir systems 
be­ 
come easily susceptible to tubercu­ 
losis. 
I he imm ediate foregoing con­ 
ditions, the friends of the sanatorium 
claim, justify or compel the viola­ 
tions of the 
laws of nature. 
If 
true, a deplorable 
state of affairs, 
indeed. 
Would it not be prudent to 
remedy those conditions rath er than 
to build a sanatorium for the pur­ 
pose of taking care of the results 
of such conditions! 
For if tubercu­ 
losis will not result other ailments 
will result without fail. 
It cannot 
be otherwise. 
Now 
which do you 
prefer? 
Think it over and as a result of 
your deliberations we believe, with­ 
out fail, will be the casting of your 
vote against the erection of a sana­ 
torium.
